TAY TEE. 
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BAGS AND BAG PAPER. 


Manufacturers in Both Lines Have 
Meetings at the Imperial Hotel. 


Charges That There Has Been a Cutting of Prices All 
Around—Bag Manufacturers Declare That the Paper 
Manufacturers Have Not Stuck to Their Agree- 
ment—The Bag Men Also Accuse One Another. 


A meeting of the paper bag manufacturers included in 
the United States Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Association 
was held at the Hotel Imperial on Tuesday of this week. 
At the same time, the representatives of the bag paper mills 
were in session in another room. At both meetings the 
trade situation as affecting each branch of the bag business, 
namely, the raw material end and the paper bag end, were 
thoroughly gone over, but without tangible result. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory state of the market for some 
time both meetings were not characterized by the spirit 
of harmony. As the expected demand for bags did not 
materialize during the late spring and early summer resort 
was had to various methods for forcing business. In the 
first place, it should be stated that before the last advance 
was made consumers of bags were heavily loaded up with 
goods far in excess of their requirements. Therefore, 
when the advance became operative there was no business 
to be had at the higher prices. Gradually, however, the 
surplus stocks in the hands of the trade were moved out, 
but this did not take place until the depressing influence of 
the summer season was at hand. Then when the bag mak- 
ers should have reaped the benefit of the advanced prices 
there was little or no demand, and as the factories had 
been running short time for a few months so that the 
stocks in the hands of dealers could be used up it was 
only natural that the paper bag manufacturers should try 
to force business. While they were doing this the agree- 
ment to maintain prices was still supposed to be in effect. 

As the situation in the paper bag line has steadily grown 
worse under the forcing process, the meetings of the bag 
makers and the bag paper manufacturers were called*to 
see if anything could be done to stop the growing evils. 
Because of the prevailing dullness in all branches of the 
paper trade there is little hope that any corrective meas 
ures can be taken at this time. 

Among the paper bag makers there has been no end of 
complaint that the price agreement has been broken. 
While it has nominally been in effect all hands realize that 
various methods have been resorted to in order to get 
around it. Each bag maker, while declaring his alle- 
giance to the agreément, continues to accuse his competi- 
tor of a breach of faith, and while the bag men are blam 
ing each other, they are, however, a unit in accusing the 
makers of bag papers for having brought about the pres- 
ent trouble in the bag market. In doing this they say 
that the bag paper men have not lived up to their agree- 
ment to maintain the 35 pound basis. For some time, 
they claim, this agreement has been evaded by some of 
the manufacturers, with the result that the bag makers, to 
whom 30 pound papers were furnished at the 35 pound 
price, enjoyed an advantage over their competitors. Of 
late, it seems, the practice has become general, and as 
the advance in bags was based on the increased cost of 
bag paper due to the raising of the basis weight, it be 
came impossible to maintain the advance in bags, The 


bag paper manufacturers, on the other hand, say that a 
number of mills have gone on to bag papers within the 
past few months, thereby increasing the difficulty of 
maintaining the 35 pound basis. 

Besides outright price cutting in the bag business there 
is no end of stories as to how the agreement to live up to 
the list has been broken. For instance, one manufacturer 
is accused of giving his customers a cash rebate with each 
order. This rebate is charged off against salesman’s com- 
mission, such orders being generally taken by the head of 
the company, the services of the salesman being thereby 
a genuine one. 

In order to put a stop to the price cutting in bags one 
bag paper manufacturer recently proposed that his fellow 
manufacturers join him in selling paper to the smaller bag 
men at 1 cent per pound, so the latter could drive an of- 
fending bag company that was cutting prices from the field. 
Up to date this plan has not been put in operation. 

Among the new features in the bag trade, due to the 
severe competition, is the report that the E. Z. Opener 
Bag Company, of South Bend, Ind., is now moving its 
plant to Orono, Me., and that hereafter the company will 
manufacture its bags in a building adjoining the paper mill 
of the Orono Pulp and Paper Company. By locating close 
to its source of raw material a great saving in freights can 
be made, especially as the bag company sells some of its 
product in the Eastern market. 

Another new feature of the bag trade is the report that 
the Howland Bag and Paper Company, of North Tona- 
wanda, N. Y., is now installing machinery with which to 
make improved self opening bags. 


THE ROSSED WOOD DUTY. 


The Treasury Department Notifies Collector at Detroit by 
Telegraph to Assess Rossed Wood Under Paragraph 
200, as Before, Sending Appeal to Courts.

Wasuincrton, D. C., July 10, 1905.—The Treasury De 
partment has notified the collector of customs at Detroit, 
Mich., by telegraph, that the department has appealed from 
the decision of the Board of General Appraisers, holding 
rossed wood pulp to be free of duty as pulp wood under 
paragraph 699 of the existing tariff act, and instructing 
him to assess duties ‘on similar importations under para 
graph 200 as before, pending a judicial determination of 
the issue. a. 'e.

General Paper Company’s Appeal Granted. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.Leton, Wis.; July 10, 1905.—Judge Seaman, of the 
United States Court at Milwaukee, has granted the petition 
for an appeal to the United States Supreme Court from his 
decision that the books of the General Paper Company 
must be produced in evidence in the examination in pro- 
gress for some little time past. This being the case there 
is little probability of any further testimony being required 
from the paper manufacturers until the Supreme Court has 
passed upon the point at issue. There is no reason, how- 
ever, why other witnesses that the Government may have 
to examine, such as publishers and paper buyers, may not 
be called to the stand. The appeal to the Supreme Court 
will undoubtedly cause a very considerable delay. It is 
felt that the decision of the highest court will be a mo- 


mentous one, not alone in this particular case, but because 
of the bearing it will have in the future upon the conduct 
of actions against alleged trusts.

PATENT COATED BOARDS. 


A Meeting of Manufacturers Held at 
Iroquois Hotel, Buffalo. 


Prices Have Been and Are Too Low—Quality Has Been 
Lowered, and as a Result Complaints and Rejec- 
tions Have Been in Evidence — Prices 
Advanced $2.50 a Ton. 


The leading manufacturers of patent white coated box 
boards held a meeting at the Iroquois Hotel, Buffalo, on 
Saturday of last week. The meeting, which is reported to 
have been satisfactory to those who attended, resulted in 
an agreement to advance $2.50 a ton. It is also said that 
harmonious action in maintaining the advance may be 
expected. 

The very low prices that have prevailed for some time 
on patent white coated boards is responsible for the meet- 
ing at Buffalo. The market price is now given as $40, 
which is at least $5 less than it has ever been sold 
for before. Because of the gradual decline in the price 
there has been of late a disposition, the manufacturers say, 
to lower the quality. This has been brought about by the 
substitution of soft white shavings and ground wood as 
the raw material used, instead of hard white shavings and 
bleached sulphite. With the cheapening of the quality of 
the boards there has been increasing trouble because of 
complaints and rejections. As the price had declined to a 
figure at which there was no profit even with the cheapest 
kind of material, the manufacturers readily responded to 
the call for the meeting. Owing to the unfavorable con- 
ditions prevailing in the market an immediate advance may 
not be made.

Commission in Canadian Water Powers.

Toronto, Canada, July 10, 1905.—The Ontario Govern 
ment has appointed a commission to inquire into the 
whole question of electric power in this province. The 
commissioners are Hon. Adam Beck, a member of the 
Cabinet, and a manufacturer of London, Ontario; P. W. 
Ellis, a manufacturer of Toronto, and Geo. Patterson, 
M. P. P., a manufacturer of Galt, Ont. They are to 
collect all information possible in regard to water powers 
in the province suitable for the development of electrical 
energy, to make estimates of the cost of development 
cost to manufacturers in comparison with steam, etc. It 
is also said they may be given power to regulate rates 
charged by development companies to producers. L.

REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Hot Weather Lessens Demand Somewhat — Scasonable 
Volume of Business However— Wisconsin 
Trade Waking Up. : 





lhe whole paper market is seasonably quiet, the demand 
for all grades being now at about the lowest point of the 
year As there is but little business to be done at this 
time paper men, as a rule, are not trying to force things 
In the jobbing trade there ts no special effort being made 
to secure new business, as there is little doing outside of 
supplying the current necessities of the consuming trade, 
which at this season are always very small. The dealers, 
it can be said. are resting on their oars. Not so, however, 
with the manufacturers. Those of the latter whose mills 
are not already down or who are not going to shut down 
are naturally eager to kcep running. In order to do so 
it is reported that concessions in prices are being made on 
nearly all grades except the better ones made by the lead 
ing mills. The sales agents of a few of the big mills mak 
ing standard grades this week report the taking of some 
large contracts for future delivery. Because of the book 
ing of this business these men are of the opinion that the 
bottom of the market has been reached and that the turn 
upward has been taken. The general impression in regard 
to the market, however, is that while prices are now 
thought to be at bedrock, little improvement in business 
can be looked for till the fall demand sets in. Should 
there be a drought meantime the demand would, no doubt, 
show itself earlier. In case of war between Norway and 
Sweden this summer the paper market here would stiffen, 
as the price of ground wood and fibre would at once ad- 
vance. Barring the possibility of either a drought or the 
war referred to there is little likelihood of much change 
in the paper market for the next month at least. In regard 
to the future, however, the opinion is generally held that 
the trade will do a heavy business next fall. The reaction 
from the dullness prevailing will, it is believed be a 


strong one.

Champion Coated Paper Company’s Improvements. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Dayton, Ohio, July 10, 1905.—The Champion Coated 
Paper Company is making preparations for greater im 
provements. While it may erect an immense mill to ac- 
commodate four additional machines in Hamilton, this 
point is understood not to be definitely decided upon, as a 
pulp mill may be ‘erected in the South, where timber is 
available. However, the company has purchased a large 
tract of land east of the concern’s present site and one of 
the large extensions which may be erected on this land is 
the four machine mill mentioned. Recently the company 
acquired the Cameron saw mill site and this property will 
be used for the advantageous arrangement of additional 
switches. The railroad facilities have been inadequate and 
more spurs and switches are needed. 

At present the company is going ahead with improve 
ments which cannot be delayed. A contract has just been 
closed for the construction of a large new boiler house, to 
be built adjoining the present boiler plant. This will re 
quire the construction of a huge smokestack, 225 feet in 
height and about 11 feet in diameter.

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LOADINGS. 


Qualitative Analysis of Various Substances Used in Paper 
Manufacture—Suggestions for Detecting 
Various Substances, 


The chemist who is called upon to make an analysis in- 
quires, before all else, how the loading materials can be 
identified most rapidly, writes M. Selleger in the World’s 
Paper Trade Review. The microscope will be utilized for 
micro-chemical analysis, preferable to all others. 

To detect the presence of kaolin one employs the well 
known process of ignition and treatment of the ash with 
a drop of a solution of nitrate of cobalt, which gives a blue 
tint. ultramarine cobalt or Thénard blue. 

Gypsum or sulphate of lime is quickly recognized by aid 
of the microscope. However, as gypstim which has been 
ignited is very difficult to dissolve it is preferable to make 
a test with paper loaded with gypsum which has not been 
incinerated. A piece of paper is steeped in a drop of dis- 
tilled water which is renewed until the paper has com- 
pletely disappeared. After slow evaporation the drop of 
gypsum solution is cooled; very fine crystals then appear 
on the edges and can be immediately recognized even with 
a very slight magnification as they form very long and 
characteristic needles. No reagents are needed to reveal 
the presence of sulphate of lime or gypsum, and a little 
practice suffices to obtain rapid and accurate results. 

Baryta is detected as follows: A small amount of ash is 
washed with a drop of concentrated sulphuric acid and 
then allowed to cool; the sulphate of barium very slowly 
crystallizes. After a few minutes the crystals begin to 
take the form of little stars. 

Once the three chief loadings are identified we may pass 
to a discussion of their properties. Some paper must be 
gpaque and other varieties as transparent as possible; some 
stiff and corrugated, others supple and very smooth. Ev- 
idently any one loading cannot fulfill these different condi- 
tions. Before all else attention must be given to compo-

sition of the paper pulp and the peculiar characteristics of 
the loading to be used. 

Suppose, for example, that it is a case of a cheap paper, 
but thick and rather resisting. 

The pulp for such paper must be loaded with a mixture 
of kaolin and sulphate of lime, which does not cost much. 
Moreover, the sulphate of lime or gypsum imparts a certain 
degree of firmness to the paper. It can be noted that paper 
somewhat heavily loaded and thick always contains sul- 
phate of lime; those loaded with kaolin are pliant and only 
suitable for printing. Writing paper, having to be consist- 
ent, should preferably contain sulphate of lime, as this sub- 
stance increases the transparency. The contrary happens 
in the case of kaolin. 

Generally as sulphate of lime is very soluble and causes 
great loss, it is well to mix it with kaolin to obtain an eco- 
nomic loading. As for thin paper, which must be opaque, 
it should be loaded with kaolin only. 
should be quite smooth, requires a very heavy loading, e. g., 
baryta, the best material for the purpose. A given weight 
of baryta occupies a much smaller volume in the paper 
than the same weight of kaolin or sulphate of lime. Con- 
sequently a great percentage of kaolin will always be less 
prejudicial to felting of the fibres than the same amount of 
a lighter substance. Likewise transparency of the paper 
will be relatively greater and also its tensile strength. How- 
ever, for a same weight per square metre, the thickness is 
slightly less, whereas, in fact, the total specific weight is

greater. 

The presence of baryta can also be detected by a rapid 
method without use of the microscope. In the case of 
coated paper when a streak is made on it with a gold ring 
the said streak retains a gray tint. 

The loadings most suitable for giving paper certain qual- 
ities are sulphate of lime for firm, consistent paper, kaolin 
for very opaque and baryta for chromo and perfectly 
smooth, artistic paper. 

The manufacturer then will find it greatly to his interest 
to clearly identify the loadings he utilizes by aid of the 
simple methods described. They require but little time and 
can easily be executed in any paper testing laboratory.

Another Victory for Victory Patent.

Watertown, N. Y., July 11, 1905.—The suit of Alice E. 
Van Epps as administratrix of the estate of Edmund Vic- 
tory against the Gouverneur Wood Pulp Company, which 
was referred to Hon. A. M. Mills, of Little Falls, has been 
decided by him in favor of the plaintiff. The action was 
brought to recover royalties of $150 each on five Gotham 
screens, and the defense differed from some other suits 
growing out of this patent. The contention of the defend- 
ant company, which was represented by Lansing & Lans- 
ing, of this city, was that a settlement of the owners of 
the Victory patent with D. B. Gotham permitted those who 
purchased the screens after such settlement to use them 
without further license from the owners of the patent. 
Referee Mills does not take this view of the case and re- 
ports in favor of a judgment of $1,080.75 for plaintiffs. 
Under this decision all who purchased screens of Gotham 
prior to the sale of his manufacturing business to Charles 
N. Sherman, of this city, will have to pay the royalties. It 
does not, of course, affect any screens purchased from the 
Harmon Machine Company, the present maker, which has 
a perpetual license under the patent.

Improvements by Beckett Paper Company.

Eccentricities of a Beater Man, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 10, 1905.—The Probate Court is 
wrestling with a rare case which developed the peculiarities 
of a resident of Miamisburg, this county, where is located 
the Ohio Paper Company, of which Matt Marr, a well 
known and respected citizen and business man, is the su- 
perintendent and manager. The case was that of Jacob 
Zeigler, formerly an employee of the Ohio paper mill, who 
was charged with lunacy. According to the testimony ad- 
duced at the hearing Zeigler imagines that Superintendent 
Marr is poisoning his horses. Otherwise he is as sane as 
anyone could be, but on this particular point he seemed to 
be deranged. Inasmuch as Zeigler had lost ten horses peo- 
ple began to wonder how they all died. When he accused 
Mr. Marr of poisoning the equines friends and acquaint- 
ances of the paper man held up their hands in disgust, 
well knowing that he was unjustly accused. Zeigler is 
said to have displayed a knife and made a threat, saying he 
would get Marr's “hide” and he was brought before the 
court on a lunacy hearing. It developed that Zeigler had 
been employed as beater man for many years and earned 
$11 per week. He left the mill and went on a farm, and 
since that time he believes Mr. Marr has hired an assassin 
to kill his horses and destroy his usefulness on the farm 
and compel him to return to the mill and resume his for- 
mer place. In court he admitted that he had never been 
offered his old place in the mill, but he adhered to the be- 
lief that there was a scheme on to get him to return. He 
had an easy place at the mill, it is said, and his suspension 
probably worried him. Alienists were employed on the 
case, but they reported to the court that they could not ren- 
der a decision until they had examined Zeigler’s premises, 
and Zeigler was sent back to jail to await the court’s find- 
ing. Prominent men testified. A veterinary stated he could 
give no cause of the death of the horses, and County De- 
tective McBride reported that he could find nothing to in- 
dicate that the horses had been poisoned. The allegations 
of Zeigler against Mr. Marr are, of course, perfectly ab- 
surd.

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FOREIGN TRADE. 


Special Agents to Investigate Conditions, and to Report on 
Opportunities—Who the Special Agents Are 
and Where They Will Go. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 10, 1905.—Action of much im 
portance to paper manufacturers and those in allied lines 
has just been taken by the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor in accordance with the authorization contained in 
one of the annual appropriation bills passed at the last ses 
sion of Congress setting aside $30,000 to pay the expenses 
of special agents to investigate trade conditions abroad, 
with the object of promoting the foreign commerce of the 
United States. 
Secretary Metcalf has despatched five commissioners, two 
of whom will visit the Orient, while the others will go to 
Central America, South America and the West Indies. 
The commissioners are R. F. Crest and Professor Hutchin 
son, who will visit the Orient; Charles M. Pepper, who 
was a delegate to the Pan American Congress held in -Mex- 
ico last year; Dr. Edward Bedloe, for many years a mem- 
ber of the consular corps, and Harry Burrell, a Washing- 


Under the terms of this provision of law 


ton newspaper man, who will visit the countries lying to 
the south of us. 

The commissioners will be attached to the bureau of 
manufactures in accordance with the terms of the act cre- 
ating the Department of Commerce and Labor. In view of 
the limited appropriation it has been decided that the funds 
at hand can best be spent in the Orient and in the Latin- 
American countries, rather than in the great commercial 
countries of Europe. It is generally understood, however, 
that Congress early in the next session will make a ma- 
terial increase in the appropriation for this work, which 
may make it practicable to enlarge the staff. 

The instructions of the commissioners direct them to 
make a careful investigation of the conditions that have 
made it possible for American exporters to build up a 
large trade in certain lines, while equally energetic efforts 
to market other classes of merchandise have met with little 
or no success. Special attention will be given to an inquiry 
into the causes that have contributed to the success of our 
principal competitors in the markets in question, and all 
possible information on this point will be considered. In 
addition the commissioners will report upon transportation 
routes, docking and warehouse facilities, banking systems, 
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international rail and water ways; and in the Orient a 
special study will be made of the obstacles in the way of 
the prompt transit of goods to interior points, the over- 
coming of which frequently adds greatly to the cost of the 
merchandise before it reaches its final destination. Brief 
monthly reports will be made by the commissioners and 
they will also prepare a general preliminary report for 
transmission to Congress in December. 

Through the agency of these commissioners Government 
officials charged with the duty of promoting the foreign 
trade of this country expect to secure much valuable infor 
mation for our exporters in all lines of goods Ai P. Ss 


Appellate Decisions in New York Paper Cases, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WatTerTowN, N. Y., July 11, 1905.—The Appellate Divi 
sion of the Supreme Court, sitting at Rochester, handed 
down decisions last week in three cases in which paper 
manufacturers in the Black River Valley are interested. 

Judgment of the lower court was reversed and a new 
trial ordered in the case of Charles McManus by guardian 
The plaintiff in 
this case had a hand caught in the gear of a rewinder and 


against the St. Regis Paper Company. 
suffered the loss of a finger and thumb. Suit was brought 
to recover $15,000 for the injury on the ground that the 
company was negligent in not providing a safe place to 
work, and a verdict of $5,000 for the plaintiff was returned 
in the Supreme Court here in May, 1904. From this judg- 
ment the defendant appealed. 

Another case in which judgment is reversed and a new 
trial ordered is that of the St. Regis Paper Company 
against the Tonawanda Board and Paper Company. This 
action was brought to recover $2,204.19, a balance alleged 
to be due for pulp sold and delivered to the defendant 
company through H. G. Craig & Co., New Yerk, the pulp 
having been manufactured by the St. Regis Company, 
which took an assignment of the claim. The action was 
tried in this city in May. 1904, and a verdict of $2,200 re- 
turned for the St. Regis Company. The judgment is re- 
versed and a new trial ordered on questions of law only. 

In the case of the H. Remington & Son Pulp and Paper 
Company against the Water Commissioners of the city of 
Watertown, an action brought to compel the city to lower 
its dams or pay damages to the plaintiffs for injury to its 
water power, a motion for reargument was granted. The 
decision in this case was in favor of the plaintiff company 


and the city appealed, the appeal being dismissed. B.

Completing Black River Storage System. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., July 11, 1905.—The Black 
Power Association, on its annual excursion to the head- 
waters of the stream, found the water storage system in 
excellent condition, but open to further improvement. At 
the next meting of the association a proposition to build 
another reservoir on Beaver River will probably be con- 
sidered. Surveys have been made and it is found that a 
dam can be built a few miles below the Stillwater reser- 
voir on that stream, which will store about 2,211,000,000 
gallons of water, or about one-third of the amount held 
back by the reservoir recently completed by the State. It 
is estimated that $5,000 will cover the cost of building the 
new reservoir, aside from the purchase of about 700 acres 
of land that would be flooded. The building of this reser- 
voir would make the water storage system on Black River 
and its tributaries about as complete as it is possible to 
make it, but would no more than make good for the diver- 
sion of water by the State for canal purposes. The next 
Legislature will probably be asked to appropriate the small 
sum needed to build the new reservoir, and there is no 
good reason for denying the request, as it is in line with

The “watermark and brand” department of Lockwood's 
Directory is recognized as one of the most important fea- 
tures of that valuable book, and is the court to which ap- 
peal is made every business day in the year. It is ad- 
mitted that it is the most complete collection of trade 
names that has ever been made. In order to further en- 
large it and to include in it the new names recently adopted, 
paper makers, paper dealers, stationers, &c., are invited to 
send in lists of the watermarks and brands that they own, 
in each instance indicating not only whether it is a water 
mark or brand, but also to what grade of paper it applies.

Our Foreign Trade. 

In accordance with authority conferred on him at the 
last session of Congress, the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor has sent abroad special agents who are charged with 
the duty of investigating commercial conditions in other 
countries and reporting thereon. Five agents ‘have already 
been appointed, they being R. F. Crist and Professor 
Hutchinson, who will visit the Orient; Charles M. Pepper, 
who was a delegate to the Pan-American Congress held in 
Mexico last year; Dr. Edward Bedloe, for many years a 
member of the consular corps, and Henry Burrell, a Wash- 
ington newspaper man, who will visit the countries lying 
south of us. 

The appropriation already made—$30,000—does not per- 
mit of the appointment of more agents at present, but it is 
expected that at the next session of Congress an additional 
appropriation will be made, so as to allow of the enlarge- 
ment of the staff of special agents, and an examination of 
conditions in Europe and Africa. The instructions of the 
commissioners direct them to make careful investigation 
of the conditions that have made it possible for American 
exporters to build up a large trade.in certain lines, while 
equally energetic efforts to market other classes of mer- 
chandise have met with little or no success. Special at- 
tention will be given to an inquiry into the causes that have 
contributed to the success of our principal competitors in 
the markets in question, and all possible information on this 
point will be considered. In addition the commissioners 
will report upon transportation routes, docking and ware- 
house facilities, banking systems, international rail and 
water ways; and in the Orient a special study will be made 
of the obstacles in the way of the prompt transit of goods 
to interior points, the overcoming of which frequently adds 
greatly to the cost of the merchandise before it reaches 
its final destination. Brief monthly reports will be made 
by the commissioners and they will also prepare a general 
preliminary report for transmission to Congress. 

It is to be hoped that one result will be the securing of 
information that may be of service to the United States 
paper trade. As a rule, not a great deal of this material 
has come to hand heretofore, although some years ago a 
volume of special reports on the paper and pulp industries 
in other countries was published by the Government and 
the Census Bureau published a special report in connection 
with the census report. Much good could be done by the 
collection of definite, accurate data as to the channels 
through which American paper could be exported, and es- 
pecially in the markets south of us, the trade of which legit- 
imately belongs to us. 


Dr. Carl Kellner. ° 


Dr. Carl Kellner, Ph. D., the well known expert in sul- 
phite wood pulp matters, whose name is familiar to all in 
the paper and pulp industry, died in Vienna last month. 

Prior to his investigation into the wood pulp processes 
he was practically unknown. It was at the Podgoria Pa- 


per Mills in Gorizia, Austria, then the property of Baron 


Hector Ritter von Trahony (they now belong to the Ley- 
kam-Josefsthal Company) that Kellner first became in- 
terested in the subject, an electrolytic bleaching plant 
being put down there by Siemens & Halske, of Berlin, 
He was the manager of these mills for some years prior to 
the early eighties, i. e. just at the time when the rival 
pulp producing methods of Francke, Ekman, Mitscherlich 
and others, were beginning to come to the front. Kellner 
foreseeing a great future for wood pulp, if economically made 
and commercially pushed, resolved to devote some of his 
time to an examination of the chemical and other prob- 
lems involved. After a good deal of experimenting, pro- 
ducing little or no practical result from a financial point 
of view, Kellner was able to interest Baron Ritter in his 
aims—their first joint patent was taken out in 1882—and 
it is largely due to the result of their association that the 
Ritter-Kellner bisulphite process was ultimately evolved. 
It was mainly based on the electrolysis of chlorides, a 
method that has now stood the test for many years’ prac- 
tical experience, a fact which proves the soundness of the 
doctor’s original ideas on the point. In 1885 he took out 
two patents in conjunction with Baron Rittér, for wood 
pulp processes and plant, these being followed by another 
in 1886, for some improvements in the methods adopted. 

The same year he also patented a process of sizing pa- 
per made from wood pulp, so as to prevent it from turning 
yellow, this being effected by precipitating the rosin size 
with a sulphite salt. 

It was not until the early part of 1887 that the first fruits 
of his many years of patient labor appeared, he being suc- 
cessful in obtaining at that time a concession from the 
Austrian Government for the formation of a company, 
with headquarters in Vienna, in order to exploit his wood 
pulp process. This preliminary step having had the effect 
of bringing his method prominently before the notice of 
paper and pulp manufacturers on the Continent generally, 
Dr. Keilner soon turned his attention to the United King- 
dom, which he considered to offer an excellent field for the 
development of his process. Accordingly, in August, 1888, 


-an English concern, under the title of Kellner & Co., Ltd., 


was registered with a nominal capital of £90,000 in £5 
shares, Dr. Kellner being one of the directors. The present 
Kellner-Partington combination dates from 1880. 

Dr. Kellner designed a fibre disintegrator, and from 
1890 on he took out many patents, among them being those 
on a new type of pulp boiler, a centrifugal pulp strainer. 
an appliance for softening and rendering pulp uniform, a 
method of treating line stock and also methods for treating 
wood, while in 1886 he designed a digester lining of lead 


and antimony. Besides these he took out patents on 


bleaching processes and, in fact, a mere enumeration of 
his patents would make a long list. 

Dr. Kellner was a tireless worker, and his life’s labors 
had a distinct and important bearing on modern pulp and 
paper making. He will always be classed as one of the 
foremost workers in the industry. 


The Association of West German Paper Makers lately 
met at Riidesheim, on the Rhine. It was stated that there 
was no cause to fear a further fall of prices, but, on the 
contrary, there was every chance of an improvement in 
the present unsatisfactory rates. There were no stocks 
of any importance, and running contracts were called off 
very quickly. A complaint was lodged about the falling 
off in the water supply in the Harz. It was reported that 
the association had become much stronger through the 
support of a number of members from other part of the 
empire, and a fight will be made against the agrarian in- 
terest in the preparation of new treaties of commerce. 


The Treasury Department has instructed the Collector 
at Detroit to assess duty on rossed pulp wood as before, 
under paragraph 200 of the tariff act, until such time as 
the appeal now before the court is decided. Evidently the 
Detroit man thought the case was settled in all its details. 


Indifferent to the hot weather, the paper bag manufac- 
turers and the bag paper manufacturers held meetings in 
this city on Tuesday and yesterday. It is said that the 
thermometers in the meeting rooms ranged higher than 
they did in the broiling sun outside. 


Two mill fires and a mill failure is a very unusual record 
for the paper industry. Possibly the extreme hot weather 
has something to do with it.

Two resolutions presented by Messrs. Paolo Pigna were 
approved. One of them expressed the wish that the Min- 
ister of Public Instruction should be requested to make 
regulations with well defined types respecting the ruling 
of paper, and the other was that the mark of the contract- 
ing firm on the wrapper be abolished. 

The question of formation of a union for purchase of raw 
materials was postponed until a future special meeting. 

There was an animated discussion regarding the market 
for raw materials and paper, and also on the law dealing 
with employment of women and children for sorting rags, 
and the consequent necessary effect it had on cost of man- 
ual labor. 

The demand made by the Royal Industrial Museum of 
Turin to be recognized in conjunction with the Milan Poly- 
technic Laboratory for testing paper in examinations of a 
technical character, necessitated by disputes between paper 
makers and buyers, was acceded to.

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AN OLD PAPER MAKER. 


His Personal History—Why He Selected Paper Making as a 
Vocation—Some of His Experiences as Second and 
Third Hand and Machine Tender. 


My first move toward becoming a paper maker was 
when I was sixteen years of age. It was during this calf 
period of my existence that I became conscious of what 
I thought was a call from the world for me to become a 
paper maker and do great things. The only thing that 
caused me to select paper making as a life work was that 
the only industry in the town in which I lived was paper 
So one morning I found myself standing in the 
the the mill.

In another building were two boilers 
that furnished steam to run the mill. My first week's 


experience as third hand was of such a nature that it did 
not encourage my aspirations to do great things. I found 
among the big muscled the mill 
seemed to be my superiors in strength and knowledge of 
paper making. I found that not to jump quickly and do 
whatever I was told caused certain men to swear, that I 
was a “lunkhead” and a good many other things. I re- 
member the old, gray headed machine tender, Charley 
Howe, a battle scarred veteran of the trade, who had lost 
half of his right hand by getting it caught between the 
first and second rolls of a stack of calenders. 
forehead was a large red mark which he had received by 
being thrown against a post while occupied in pulling a 
piece of lagging from a pulley. 

Charlie was a good machine tender and it would have 
done the heart of any paper maker good to see him as I 
saw him that night. He was walking toward the wet end 
of the room. His old

machine clothes consisted of an 


polka dot shirt and stuff spattered trousers, held up by one 
felt suspender of Charlie’s own manufacture. One of the 
trouser legs was rolled up half way between the ankle and 
knee of the right Jeg. His gray hair was ruffled and his 
chunky little form was full of action. This was the first 
I ever saw, and the manner of his 
words and ways appealed very strongly to a sixteen year 
old would be paper maker. 
ond hand, and from him I received instructions concerning 
the running of the winder, looking sharp for cracked edges, 
pulling shavings, putting the paper through the calenders, 
and also the use of cuss words, and last of all of how to 
chew tough. I had the mill 
my first night heard a 
yell from “Snap” and a whistle from Charlie, and I fol- 
lowed them as they ran toward the first press. From Char- 
lie I received an order to break the tail end. I did not 
wish to show my ignorance, so I went in search of the 
tail end to break it, but it found its way through the eleven 
roll calender stack before I succeeded in finding it, and while 
the wet paper on the calender rolls snapped and cracked 
like the volleys from the guns of a regiment of infantry, 
Charlie came up and the beautiful language he addressed 
to me impressed me very much, so much so, in fact, that 
another tail end never found its way through the calenders 
My first three months in 
the mill passed as they do with almost every paper maker. 
I made mistakes and got into trouble of every kind. I had 
two of my fingers caught in the calenders, I slipped off 
the foot board on the first press and stuck one foot through 
the first felt. I had a fight with the third hand on No. 2 
machine and was victorious.

I was “called down” many 
times for having cracked edges on my rolls, but at the end 
of those three months I was a full fledged third hand. I 
could swear at the right time and could chew a plug of to- 
bacco a day. I could skin the presses on any kind of speed 
or paper and Charlie Howe said I was “all there” as a 
third hand. 

In those days a paper machine lacked a good many 
things that make it easy for the papers makers of today. 
I can remember “Snap” standing at the couch rolls ready 
to throw a pail of water on the rolls to keep the paper 
from going up around the top couch roll when Charlie 
was starting up, and I have seen several felts cut from run- 
ning into a wrinkle because of the absence of the bottom 
rubber covered press roll. Then there was the old machine 
drive, with its pulleys plastered with pieces of sticky can- 


vas, and the old suction and stuff pumps that would refuse 
to work every now and then; the old knocker screens, on 
which I have spent many long hours. The beater engineer 
of that day had his troubles. It was necessary for him to 
make or beat his stuff the proper length in the beaters. 
The Jordan engine had not been invented and the use of 
good judgment and skill on the beater engineer’s part were 
essential to good paper making. 

This was the kind of a mil! and the kind of paper mak- 
ers who taught me the ftudiments of paper making, and I 
never have regretted having such teachers, for they were 
thorough workmen, who used brains and muscle to secure 
results. 

As time passed on and I had reached the position of 
second hand on the other tour, a desire to see other mills 
and paper makers took possession of me, and I was suc- 
cessful in securing a position in a mill in Massachusetts. 
The position was second hand on a go inch machine. This 
machine was much more up to date than the one on which 

eI had first worked. It was on this machine that I saw the 
first wire guide. It was a Hutton guide and it took a 
great amount of responsibility and work from the machine 
tender. In this mill book and envelope papers were made, 
and during the three years in which I worked there I added 
much to my previous knowledge of paper making. 

It seemed at this time that paper making was undergoing 
a great change. New machines were being built that were 
over 100 inches in width and would run at a speed of 180 
feet per minute. They were equipped with the Marshall 
drive, wire guide, felt guides, top and bottom section of 
dryers, and several other and smaller improvements. The 
Jordan engine was also coming into general use at that 
time. 

I succeeded in obtaining a position as second hand on 
one of these new machines. I imagined from what I had 
heard of them that they would almost run themselves. 
After working on one of them for a month I changed my 
mind, for I found that there were very few men at that time 
who were competent to handle the new ideas that had come 
with the new machines. When the manufacturers installed 
these machines they expected satisfactory results. The 
machines were wider and ran faster; therefore the in- 
crease in production should correspond, but the manufac- 
turers did not consider the fact that they were placing 
these fast running machines in the hands of men who were 
not used to them.

PAPER.—The demand is all that can be expected for 
the second week in July.

In 
view of the business taken they are inclined to think that 
the bottom has been reached and that the turn upward has 
been made. The representatives of most of the first class 
mills say that their mills have orders ahead, especially for 
better grades of papers, and that with them July of this 
year is no worse than it has been for a number of years. 
Despite these favorable reports it can be said that, gener- 
the market is very quiet, with quotations 
at a low level. Not much change for the better is ex- 
pected for a few weeks at least. Any material increase in 
the demand, however, is not looked for till September. 
Should we have a dry “spell” during July or August a 
revival of the demand would take place before that time. 
Should hostilities break out between Norway and Sweden 
the paper market both here and in Europe would stiffen 
at once, as the shipment of ground wood and sulphite 
would be interfered with. The curtailment in the supply 
would cause an immediate advance in the domestic raw 
material and this would force up the prices on paper. A 
drought and the possibility of war are therefore the only 
two things that can improve the market before the fall 
demand sets in. As it is very dull at present it is but nat- 
ural that prices should reflect the proverbial midsummer
